The singular feature of the result is the 
monte of Democratic opinion in the rural 
districts and the falling off of the Demo- 
cratic vote in the great cities, except in 
Brooklyn, where a great fight on local 
offices served to get out a heavy vote. Mr, 
Flower's majority, estimated at this writ- 
ing (12.30), is between 30,000 and 40,000, 
and althongh W. F. Sheehan, Democratic 
candidate for Lieut.-Governor, ran badly 
behind his ticket, he is undoubtedly elected 
with the rest of the state ticket by a com- 
fortable plurality. The Assembly is again 
Democrat, but the Senate remains Repub- 
lican by a slightly reduced majority. 
Mayor Charles F, Bishop (Dem. 
ted in Buffalo by over 4 plurality to- 

ether with the Democratic city ticket, 
Fassett and Flower ran very evenly in the 
city. On complete returns from 100 out of 
117 voting places thore are only six yotes

The Lincoln Club of Cincinnati estimate

AN ORANGEVILLE MAN’S DEATH. 


His Lifeloss Body Found in False Creek— 
Was Ho Murdered? 
Vancouver, B.O., Nov, 4—The body of

Virtue of Knowledge, 

To be a good producer and skilful manu 
facturer, a farmor needs to have knowledge 
of his own business, and TI hope that mer 
who think that knowledge has no place ona 
farm will soon have no place in the farmer's 
ranks in the Dominion, Farmers used to 

require very hard hands to swing the axe all 
day long, to remove physical obstructions, 
to construct roads, to build bridges, and to 
do all that kind’ of manual labor, but the 
conditions are changed now and horses are 
made to do the heavy work, and steam the 
most difficult of heavy tasks, Mun does not 
need hard handa so much as a clear head, 
Tho farmer of the coming time must be 
man who will rule his hands through his 
head, and not toil so hard with his hands aa 
to make his head too tired to do his own 
thinking, No systein and no machinery on 
a farm can ever take the place of personal 
thought and judgment on the part of the 


farmer. But as I propose to speak on an 
aspect of that topic to-night I shall not de 
so now. I willsinply say that the scarcest 
and most valuable commodity on the 
farms of our Dominion to-day is 
common sense with good skill, A 


man has no common sense who sneers at 
knowledge as applied to his own business, 
Because & man may have a good deal of 
knowlege laden on his back or in his head, 
so that he is both a tired man and a tire: 
some man, it does not follow that know- 
ledge is of no service toa man who uses it 
well; and farmers should have particular, | 
accurate and practical know! e of their | 
own calling, They should have knowledge | 
of how to plough “well, so that the froste | 
will work upon and through the soil at 
winter. They should have knowle 
the kind of grain to sow, so that sunlight 
and rain may work their best for the Csye 
They shoulc {know the best cow to keep, # 
that the cow will not live on them without ! 
paying back for what she takes. ‘Thoy 
should have knowledge of the best goods ta 
senil to market, so that they will not have 
to take a second place or a third-rate price, 
Knowledge, I say, above all things, is need: 
ed by the farmers of our Dominion to-day.

One Hundred Hogs and Twenty-five Cattle 
Killed, 

Sr. Geonar, Noy. 5.—A collision, attend- 
ed with very heayy loss, occurred on the 
Grand Tronk Railway a short distance west 
of the bridge (where the terrible catastrophe 
of February, 1889, took place), at 11.50 
o'clock Tuesday, Tho colliding trains 
were regular freights—No, going west, 
which leaves Hamilton at 10.45, and No.32, 
which runs from Point Edward to Toronto 
via the Y. No. 35 was in charge of Con- 
ductor James Hunt. Both trains were 
going at regulation «peed, and as they ap- 
proached the engineers reversed and, with 
the firemen, jumped for their lives. All 
escaped without serious injury. The driver 
of the eastbound engine, a London man,had 
his face scratched and bruised and his right 
arm injured. The Mogul engines came to- 
gether with terrific force and the result was 
most disastrous. Both were completely 
wrecked and the cars were piled up in a 
heap. The westbound train was fonded 
with live stock and the loss was heavy.

Hin Vituperative Attack, 


Warenvonp, Ireland, Nov. 4.—At the 
convention of the National Federation in 
neasion here great excitement prevails, 
The streets ara crowded with uproarious 
mobs ready fora disturbance, The police 
have beon making froe use of their batons 
and several civilians haye beon injured. 
werent Healy, who was Loruewhipped 
Tucsday by Mr. McDermott, was one of 
the speakers, He said he would mot be 
deterred by violence from puraulng the 
course he had mapped out for himself and 
repeated the language in reference to the 
widow of the ran leader which he used at 
Longford on Sunday last and which led to 
tho chastisemont he received at the hands 
of McDermott, 

Mr. Dillon on arriving was received with 
mingled cheers and hisses, Three hundred 
police guarded the Federation delegates on 
their way to the convention, which was 
held in the City Hall. The police with 
their batons repelled repeated charges made 
by the mob, Tho Parnellite sympathizers 
tried to rush through the entrance of the 
City Hall, but were beaten back. 

The convention proceeding, Mr, Dillon 
confirined Mr, O'Brien's Boulogne revela- 
tions and added that the men now calling 
hin a traitor had telegraphed to him while 
he was in New York, offering him the 
leadership in succession to Mr. Parnoll. 
Continuing Mr, Dillon said that in spite of 
continuous calumniss heaped upon him he 
had never before revealed this fact, 
Harrington, Redmond and other prominent 
Parnellites had joined in the request which 
was made after he had declared against the 
leadership of Mr. Parnell. He refused the 
leadership because it was a painful and dif- 
ficult position, a position which he had 
neyer sought or wished, and one which he 
would be slow to accept. After arriving at 
Boulogne he told them that he could not 
accept the position unless all concurred in 
promising loyal support. Those men one 
and al) promised that if he (Dillon) took 
the chairmanship they would be his poral

altered his position a hairsbreadth. For 
weeks at Boulogne they were 
4s anxious te et «=Mr. Parnell 
out of the leadership as the ma- 
jority were.

If anyone in the world was responsible for 
Mr. Parnell’s fate after Mr. Parnell him- 
solf it was the men who, when the supreme 
hour came, had not sufficient courage, man- 
liness or honorable friendship to take a firm 
stand and impose their judgment on him.

The rest were there because 
they had not the moral strength to go any- 
where olso, ‘They stood there on the sta- 
tion stops, embodied ghosts, dead to all life 
and hope, with only force enough to stand 
around and gape,” 

President Jordan regards this state of 
affairs as typical of that which very gone: 
rally prevails in these farming districts 
where “depression” exists. He finds only 

j one remedy for thatand that is industry. 

* Ifthe farmers are ‘eternally vigilant,” he 
believes that they will prosper. He does 
not deny that the farmers are handicapped 
by bad Inws and bad roads, bat he belicves 
that these evils are merely incidental and 
that they willin time redress themselves. 
There is plenty of food for thought in his 
paper, and no farmer in the country should 
hi to read it. 


A New Prison Reform Needed, 

For fifty years philanthropists have been 
trying to change tho old system of prison 
management by substituting a reformative 
for the purely primitive method, It is 
natural to suppose that the change has been 
for the better, But the author of the strik- 
ing article on prison reform in the October 
Forum, Mr. William P, Andrews, who has 
been for more than forty years clerk of the 
Criminal Court of Salem, Mass., and is, 
therefore, an authority on this subject, 
thinks fat this change has been a step 
backwards. Mr. ‘Andrews puts in sharp 
contrast the two systems, 

“From the report of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral for the year 1839,” he says, “‘itappears 
that in the dark age of 1836-38, when the 
punitive idea was still esteemed as valu- 
able and in accordance with immutable law, 
England and Wales, with a population of 
14,000,000, had but 14,771 prisoners, or one 
to every 948 inhabitants; New York, with 
a population of 2,200,000, had 1,086 prison- 
ers, or one to every 2,025 (the reformer was 
not then active in New York)! Massachu- 

setts, with a population of 700,000, had 852 
prisoners, or one to every 822 inhabitants. 
The last report of the Cormissioners of 
Prisons, which has continued this portion 
of the reports of the earlier Attorney-Gen- 
eral, shows that this proportion of prisoners 
to population has vastly changed. ‘The 
population has only trebled, but the number 
pf prisons has increased fifty-fold.” 

his is a serious showing, and one that 
must needs make the prison reformers stop 
and think whether they are orare not really 


working in the interests of society. Surely, 
there is a danger in making prisons too at- 


tractive. 

That Massachusetts has already experi- 
enced this danger is proven by the cases 
which Mr. Andrews cites of the old gar- 
dener, who has had himself committed to 
the House of Industry more than a hundred 
times, and of the Salem youths who wished | 
to have their sentences increased from four | 
to eight months, as well as by that of the | 
physician imprisoned for malpractice, who 
remarked one day that he enjoyed prison | 
life so much that he should not be so: if 
the pardon for which he applied was refused 
him. When such a condition of affuirs as 
these indicate can exist in our prisons, it is 
time to reform the reformers who have 
brought it about.

PARNELL SECRETS OUT, 


INTEREST IN THE COMING SUIT TO 
BREAK A BIG WILL. 


The Tostator Was tho Octogenarian Auut 
of Dire, Parnell and the Latter is the 
Chief Henetlolary—Over 61,000,000 I» 

and Many Olroumstancen That 

nm Mysterious are Kxpected to 
bo Made Ulear, 


Lonvon, Noy, 6,—Parnell’s death has in 
no way diminished tho cagor interest with 
whioh the trial of the Wood will case this 
month is awaited by English society. This 
curiosity arises not only from the magni- 
tude of the fortune involved, viz., about 
$1,000,000, but because itis expected that 
the progress of the suit will throw a now 
a on Parnell’s mysterious life, and pos- 
sibly supply evidence in palliation of his 
breach of the seventh commandment, upon 
which Parnell always confidentially relied 
to olear himaolf of the moral guilt usually 
associated with this offence. 

Disproof of his guilt there could be none, 
for itis known in legal circles hero that 
Parnell rogarded Mra, O'Shea’s two younger 
children as his own. In fact, a careful 
scanning of the statement of Mr, O'Shoa’s 
counsel in the divorce suit reveals the fact 
that at the time a distinction was intended 
toshave beon drawn between these and the 
eldest children, but since then Mr. O'Shea, 
under an order of the court, privately se- 
cured the custody of all the children and 
draws a handsome allowance for thoir main- 
tenance from the fortune held in trust for 
them, and which is now the subject of liti- 
gation. 

It is suspected that this arrangement was 
the result of an understanding between Mr 
O’shea and his lave wife, she allowing him 
to retain the legal oustody of the children, 
4o as to entitle him to the allowance made 
ont of the trust funds, but on condition that 
he should reside in Brighton, so that she 
might virtually have them always with her, 

Can Vindioate His Charactor, 


If Mra, Parnell chooses to vindicate the 
character of Parnell in the senso Parnell al- 
ways meant, she can through the medium 
of this will suit, The lady over whose 
money the Wood family is quarreling, is « 
maiden aunt of Mrs, O'Shea, named Martha 
Wood. She died a few years ago at the 
age of 90, ‘The old lady was always infatu- 
ated with Mrs, O'Shea, who was her fayor- 
ite relative. 

The lived in adjoining houses at Eltham. 
Miss Wood allowed Mrs, O'Shea about 
$15,000 a year for the support of her family. 
hrs, O'Shea in turn allowed Captain O'Shea

Family quarrels ensued and finally Miss 
Wood became so i ritated by the conduct of 
other relatives toward her favorite niece 
that she revoked her first will ond made 
another, which left everything she possees- 
ed in trust with Mrs, O'Shea for Mrs. 
O’Shea’s children, This will suit, however, 
debars Mrs. O'Shea from dealing with this 


vorce, is the only person benefitted by the 
will so far. Sir Evelyn and Charles Page 
Wood are now contesting it on the ground 
of undue influence aud misrepresentation, 
This suit will be keenly interesting, both 
because of the bearing it has upon Parnell's 
private life and because it will reveal many 
neidents of a dramatic and startling char- 
actor, 
Charged Hor With Forgery. 

Among the many disclosures that it en- 
tails there is one of the most sensational de- 
scription, showing that in the bitterness of 
thoir animosity over money Mrs, O'Shea’s 
relatives did not. hositate to charge her with 
the grave crime of forgery. Mrs. O'Shea 
was accustomed to receive her allowance 
from her aunt by a quarterly check. In the 
summer of 1886, after Captain O'Shea had 

nbs y/aters les with Parnell over the 
Home Rule Bill, Mra. O'Shea received one 
of these checks and forwarded it to oer 
bankers. Jt was sent on for payment to 
her aunt’s bankers, and Mrs, O'Shea, in- 
atead of being notified that the money had 
been lodged to her credit, got the check 
back with the ominous indorsement, ‘Sig, 
nature differs,” the formula whereby an 
English bank intimates that the genuine- 
ness of a signature is doubtful. 

As at this time Miss Wood, the drawer 
of the check, was an invalid from extreme 
old age, itappears from letters that Mra, 
O'Shea, not wishing to worry her aunt and 
not realizing fully the implied meaning of 
the return of the cheok, sont it back toh 
bankers with a letter attesting the genuine- 
ness of the signature, as it was written in 
her presence, But Miss Wood's bankers 
returned the check again, intimating that 
they could not pay it, owing to the alleged 
difference in the signature, 

The letters show that Mra, O'Shea was 
furiously indignant at what sho now dis- 
cerned to be an imputation of forgery 
against her, but the bankers maintained 
their objection, Pavan that if a new check 
was presented with its signature duly wit- 
nessed by some disinterested person, they 
would pay it. A new check was written by 
Miss Wood, at the request of Mra. O'Shea, 
acid 1¢ wae svltngassdl by bhojfamily.tlectors 
and the bankers paid the check. 

As Captain O'Shea was equally interested 
with his wife in upholding tlie validity of 
the will, he became profoundly alarmed at 
this accusation of forgery against his wife, 
He knew how damaging it would be to her 
potition in defending the will, unless it was 
refuted, therefore he had the most difficult 
card to play, for, while preserving his atti- 
tude of disapproval towards his wife for hor 
relations with Parnell, he had to oxpresa 
the most genuino indignation at the slur 
cast upon her in rogard to the disputed 
check, 


Captain O/shea’s Diffloult Part, 
Mra. O'Shoa’s lawyer learned from the 
bankers that the idéa of questioning the 
first check was inspired by the relatives 
who ave now contesting the will, and who 


had warned the bankers that Miss Wood 
| had grown incapable of transacting nny 
business or oven of writing hor name 
| At this time the relations between Capt. 
| O'Shea and his wife never apparently, for 
| yeura, cordial, became very strained, O'Shea 
| had thon definitely taken Chamberlain's 
sido in the home rule disputes and had 
quarreled publicly with Parnell» About 
| thia time, too, he began to write phoue let 
| tors complaining of his wife's relations with 
| Parnell, which formed the foundation of the 
divorce suit, 

The charge of forgery was of course re 
butted, but it had ita sequel in the subse 
quent troubles of Parnoll, which voally did 
moro to shake tho allegiance of his follow 
ors than anything since his deposition. His 
gocrotary, Henry Campboll, brought an 
action last summer againet a Cork news 


paper, in which ne nad been charged with 
the dotestablo work of hiring & houso ab 
Eastbourne and elaowhere to enable i arnoll 
and Mra. O'Shea to carry on Bie at va 

Catmpboll swore onthe stand that he never 
bad ee j wf tho sort, Lo the 


amiannan one & conpin or anys 
after the jury tiwu awarded Campbell dam- 
agon for this libel, Parnell sont his famous 
lotter to the press, in which he questioned 
Campbell's tostimony, and asserted Camp- 
bell had allowed his name to be used in 
house transactions, though under the im- 
pression that tho only person interested in 
thom was Parnell himaclf. 

But tho key to the mystory is supplied by 
the previous contretomps over the check. 
The imputation of forgery implied in the 
roturn of the chook was disproved, but it is 
quite idont thatit would seem much 
sditable to a jury if it could be 
at on another ocoasion Mra, O'Shea 
used Campbell's name without his authority, 
though inw merely formal way, ‘That, at 
least, is the only apparent explanation of 
Parnell’s action in this cor It 
showed how chivalrous was his de jon to 
the lady who afterwards became his wife.

Ofcourse it is impossiblo to know now 


what the verdict of the judges will be, but 

any unprojudiced person who has carofully 

read the reports of the evidence will con- 
clude that the caso against Mercier and his 

collegues has totally collapsed. that there .s 

not a word of evidence to show that anyone 

of thom was guilty of any corcupt act. 

The evident innoceace of the ministers is 
frankly soknowloged by tho Quebeo Chro- 
nicle, the chief Conservative paper of that 
city aud ono of the opponents of Meroier, 
Ina leading article in Thursday's isaue ib 
urges the comsniasion ta give a yordiot on tho 
charges made in ordor that all mey be satis- 
fied as to the culpability or orherwise of the 
government, 

‘As for the results of the investigation 

tho Chronicle seems satistied that thoy ¢x- 
onerye thr government from any complicity 
in Pacaud’s deal with Armstrong. In 
fact it throwa the whole blame on 
Pacaud and Armstrong, and sums up in the 
foliowing sigaificont terms —'‘ As for the 
perfect legality of the payment to Armstrong 
nothing on taat seore can be aaid, The money 
was yoted by parliament, It passod throught 
the various channels regularly, and though 
Pacaud got the most of it the country itself 
did not suffer, Armstrong elooted himself 
bis owa victim.

His colleaurs were here, however, and tho 
man who did the tnost to secure the payment 
of the money was Mr, Garneau, whose inno- 
cence all will admit has been established, 
What Pacaad said to Armstrong and the oth: 
ers interested in the spoils is another matter 
His admirable nerve we may be sare did not 
desert him in little things like that.”

no doubt, tetching the blood, 

HOW THEY COULD AFFORD It, 

Now you see how the Pharaohs could af- 
ford to build such costly works. It cost! 
them nothing for wages—nothing but the 
tears and blood of the toilers, and tears and 
blood are a cheap drink for devils. ‘Bricks 
without straw” may not suggest so much ! 
hardship until you know that the bricks * 
Wore usually made with ‘‘crushed straw,” 
straw crushed by the feet of the oxen in 
the thrashing, and, this crushed straw do- | 
nied to the workmen, they had to pick up 
here and there a piece of stubble or gather | 
rushes from the waterside. This story of | 
the Biblo is confirmed by the fact that | 
many of the brick walls of Egypt have on | 
the lower layers brick made with straw, 
but the higher layers of brick made out of 
rough straw or rushes from the river bank, 
tho truth of the Book of 1. .odus thus writ- 
ten in the brick walls discovered by the 
modern explorers. 

That governmental outrage has alwaya 
been a characteristic of Mgyptian rulers. 
Taxation to the point of starvation was the 
Egyptian rule in the Bible times as well as 
it is in our own time. A modern traveller 
gives the figures concerning the cultivation | 
of seventeen acres, the value of the yield of | 
the field stated in piasters;

gand years to authentic Egyptain records 
of the Pharaohs and incilently discovered 
new proof even in beer drinking, 

The most ancient kind of Kgyptian beer 
was brewed from barley and was called 
“hag.” It could not have been so very 
bad, for Egyptian manuscripts say it was 
drunk as fen by the Pharaohs and their 
friends as by the common people. Even 
the priests of bundred-portalled Thebes 


were supposed after death to drink | 
with rheir roast goose in heaven. The 
most famous beer city, the Pilsen or 


Munich of Egypt of the Rameses was 
Pelusium, In Alexandra too, however, 
great quantities of beer were brewed which 
oes to prove that German civil- 
Vzation was not the first to discover the 
close relationship becween malt liquors 
and learning.

In Strabe’s time beer was called barley 
wine, and was drunk generally in Alexan- 
dria. The preparation of barley beer to 
take the place of wine was supposed to 
have been taught by Osiris. Several 
recent German writers have a theory that 
beer brewing was introduced into Europe 
trom Egypt.

“First,” he stated,” 
several flights of stairs, “allthe barley is 
bought in this section, This year we are 
paying 43 cents, but the price is seldom 
as lew asthat. We have paid as high as 
ninety cents and from that down. The 
grain is hoisted from the farmer's wagon 
in therear of the brewery by an elevator, 
run by horse power , to what is known7as 
the barley loft which is on the top story. 
This is a low room, 72x32 feet. The barley 
soon finds its way into the cistern or steep 


which inclines at the bottom for the drip. 
The steep tub will hola two hundred 
bushels of barley.” 
“How long does ittake the barley to 
steep?” 
“That depends entirely on the weather. 
It will take anywhere from 48 to 72 hours. 
In the warm weather the water is warmer 
and easier to soak, From ‘he cistern the 
grain is turned into a “couch fraine” which 
is a box thirtyinches deep and capable _ of 
holding the entiresteep. After remaining 
here for twenty-four hours it is spread 
over two cement floors, 72x30 feet, where 
it is allowed to sprout or germinate. It 
takesfron fifeen to eighteen days to 
sprout during which time it is turned 
daily. Itis then put in the dry kiln 
which has a perforated floor 26x26, Un- 
der this room is a large furnace, Twenty- 
six tons of coal will dry 10,000 bushels. 
Threedays are necessary in which to 
ery the barley thoroughly, when 
it is either put in bond or 
the duty, of two cents per pound paid. 
Ifit is taken out of bond itis. at once 
gronnd un ina mill for brewing purposes, 
which only takes a few hours. From the 
mill itieelevated toa bin, over what is 
known as the mash tab, The water and 
malt comes down together through a cop- 
per mashing machine, the interior of which 
Is a net work of arms revolving against 
each other. It then dropsinto the mash 
tub with a false bottom, when the worls or 
juice works through the false botton into 
‘an underback from which it is pumped 
into a boiler when hops are added. The 
liquor is then run over a patent cooler into 
a fermenting tun, when yeast is putin to 
make it ferment. Fermentation sets in in 
three or four days when it is let intoa 
settling tub, where the yeast, which has 
risen to the top, is taken off. It is left 
here for three or four days longec and 
racked off into puncheons and from the 
puncHeons it is racked off into barrels. 
hese latter are rolled into three large 
cellars, where it is ready for delivery.” 
Thus it will be seen that beer is not 
nade in a day. Ithas gone through a 
process covering twenty-four days. Dis- 
tillers brew on an average twice a week. 
There is only about 4 per cent ofspirits in 
beer. The grain which is le(t in the mash 
tub is sold tor feeding purposes, and is 
said to be the most fattening food which 
can be procured.

BULLETS FOR BANKERS. 


®% BARRASSED BERLIN BANKERS 
SHOOT THEMSELVES. 


& Wolfs Fa iure—star 
tions of Financial Or 
th nke in Berlin Do Business on 
funday to Avert a Panto, 


Bert, Nov. 9.—A_ sensation was 
caused in financial and social circles here 
Saturday by the collapse of the banking 
institution of Friedlander & Sommerfeld. 
The usual scenes of excitement among de- 
pository anxious to secure their money and 
among those holding the notes and drafts 
of tho institution oceurred around the office 
of the firm,and the offoct upon tho creditors 
may be imagined when it was announced 
that the leading partner in the concer 
together with his son, had committed sui 
olde, 

Tho failuro in associated with the recent 
suspension of the Bankers Hirschfeld & 
Wolff. The fact that Friedlander & Som. 
morfeld were financially embarrassed and 
that they would find difflculty in meeting 
their obligations was known to some 
of the operators on the Bourse here early in 
the day, 

As the facts in the case developed it ap- 
peared that father and son met in their 
office in the bank carly this morning and 
discussed the crisis in thoir affairs, After 
talking over the matter pro and con they 
concluded that as they were hopelessly em- 
barrassed they would die. It is understood 
that this résolution to take their own lives 
was duo in a great measure to the fact that 
their arrest was pending, as Felix Sommer- 
feld, the son, had become involved in 
speculations which were more than likely to 
Lead to hin arrest on a criminal charge, 
Having arrived at tho decision that death 
was preferable to arrest and disgrace, both 
father and son shot themselves in tho head, 
using revolvers. When the clerks in the 
office, alarmed at the reporta of the pistols, 
ran to the private office, they found father 
and gon atillalive. They were taken to 
the hospital in a dying condition. 

The Somimorfelds, fatherand son,opened the 
veins of their arms besides shooting them- 
selves with a revolver. When found both 
were bathed in blood. Felix expired on 
Saturday evening Sigmund is still alive, 
although there isa bullet imbedded in his 
brain. Sigmund is conscious at intervals 
and there is a bare chance of his recovery. 

Had a Solid Reputation, 

The firm has been in existence for a lon, 
time and held a good position in the financ ial 
world. Ithas earned a solid reputation as a 
steady-going house. Its customers, who be- 
longed chiefly tothe middle class, were 
scattered throughout the Empire. Since the 
Hirschfeld & Wolff failure many of the prin- 
cipal clients of Friedlander & Sommerfeld, 
ates had become alarmed regarding the 
stability of private banking houses, made 
heavy withdrawals of deposits. Herr 
Sommerfeld tried to meet the difficulties by 
attempting to realize on his investments. 
These, however, were tacked up in industri- 
al and other stocks which were not readily 
marketable, and eventually it was found 
impossible for the firm to meet its ongage- 
ments. 

A large crowd assembled in front of the 
bank and threatened to carry the building 
by storm and recover their securities, The 
police had great difficulty in restraining the 
mob from carrying their threats into execu- 
tion. The many artisans are infuriated at 
the loss of their deposits. Friedlander, the 
sonior and surviving partner, is staying at 
Mentone, A telegram has been sent sum- 
moning him to return to Berlin. 

The firm was established in 1873, It 
was involved in the conversion of a large 
number of private industrial concerns into 
coinanteatade x the ‘'80's,” besides furnish- 
ing money for the development of Bing, a 
seaside resort on the Island of Rugen, The 
assets will thus be slow of realization. Sig- 
mund’s wife recently filed a petition for 
divorce, Both Sigmund and Felix married 
heiresses.  Felix’s wife is a daughter 
of the millionaire Pinkus. All have been 
personally extravagant, Felix was an 
epicure and wrote cookery articles for The 
Boersen Courier. Many  creditora and 
small capitalists were attracted to the firm 
by the high interest offered on deposits, 

The Hirschfeld & Wolff Failure, 

The inquiry into the affairs of Hirschfeld 
& Wolff realizes the worst anticipation, Tho 
firm had been in business for 64 years and 
had as its chief financial agent Herr Wolff, 
who occupied several other positions of 
trust. He was a prominent society man 
who had lived a life of outentatious wealth, 
his household expenses running to 400,000 
marks a year, He did little in the specula- 
tive line until recent years, when his 
private extravagances and losses at the 

ambling table led to his embarrassment. 

fe tried to recoup his losses through deal- 

ing on the Paris and Berlin bourses. As a 
matter of fact the firm had been insolvent 
since 1883. Fora number of years it has 
been kept going by the selling and pawning 
of the securities of depositors, Woltf work- 
ing in connection with the banker Joseph 
Leipziger. It is asserted that Wolff, with 
all the facts being known to Leipzige-, 
floated fraudulent drafts through Leipziger, 
and pawned securities of depositors amount- 
ing in value to 3,500,000 marks. Leip- 
viger finally went to the wall and his 
failure hastened the downfall of 
Hirschfeld & Wolff. Among the numer- 
ous aristocratic creditors of the firm 
are Prince Henry of Prussia, who loses 
600,000 marks; Prince Gunther of Schleswig- 
Holstein, brother of the Empress of Ger- 
many, whose losses'also amount to 500,000 
marks, and the Count Luttichon, a promin- 
ent leader in German society, who is out 
300,000 marks. Other members of tho 
aristocracy who are severely hit are Count 
Zeedlitz Treschler, Count Bredow Gold- 
schmidt, Count Eulendberg of the Imperial 
Household, and Count Lehindorff, chief of 
the royal stables, A large number of in- 
dustrial companies lose their deposits. 
Wolff is confined in prison. He says he is 
unable to make any estimate of his liabili- 
ties. Ho hasa number of heavy gambling 
debts. On the Sunday before his arrest he 
had a party in his box at the gpera house. 
After the performance the party visited 
Dresel’s restaurant, where s costly supper 
was served, 

Wolff was president of the Resource Club, 
an organization composed ef wealthy par- 
venus and financiers who are addicted to 
reckless playing. It is recorded that upon 
the eve of the failure of the firm Wolff re- 
fused to pick up a couple of thousand marks 
in bills which he had accidentally dropped at 
the gambling table. He left the monoy on 
the floor for the walters,

McKinley Act would result in a big re 
duction in the price of nearly all farmers 
produce, When a sensible man speaks 
of a reduction in price he has not in mind 
some fixed standard,sych a thing does not 
exist. The term is always used relatively. 
The News knows or oughtto know, that 
the prices of produce fluctuate constantly 
in every part of the world. To find 
whether or not the McKinley tariff causes 
a loss to the famers, only a fool would 
compare the prices this year with those 
of last year—though even such a com- 
parison if made wculd show the price of 
many classes of articles to be less now 
than at this time last year. The only 
comparison that can fairly be made is that 
ofprices in Canada and chose in the States, 
and the News knows what such a com- 

arison shows. Eggs have all the fall 

een from five to eight cents a dozen less 
in Believille than in Oswego. Sarley has 
been and is now from 26 to 30 cents a 
bushel less here than there. And similiar 
differences are noticed in the prices of 
various other kinds of farm produce, in- 
cluding a difference of several cents even 
in wheat, 

The average price of all the farmers 
have to sell may or may not beless than 
last year.

A TRAGEDY OF THE SEA 


THE LOSS OF THE ENTERPRISE IN 
THE BAY CIF BENGAL 


Hoerolo Female Convicts Vorm a Life. 
Saving Line and Resoue a Number of 
Persons from the Wreok—All of the 
English Omocers Drowned, 


Lonvon, Nov. 11.—Further particulars 
received here this morning from Calcutta 
show that the cyclone which swept over the 
Andaman Islands on Monday last caused a 
very much larger loss of Iife than was at 
first reported, and that the damage done 
was far in excess of the amount first tele- 
graphed here. In addition to the drowning 
of nearly all of the crew of the steamer 
Enterprise, the Government steamer ongag- 
ed in conveying convicta to the islands, b 
which 78 out of 83 men lost their lives, it 
is now officially announced that the total 
lous of life in nearly 200 and that 250 people 
in addition were severely wounded. It is 
believed that when the final returns come 
in it will be seon that considerably over 200, 
and possibly 300, lives were lost. 

When the storm burst the Enterprise 
was caught unprepared and blown with ter- 
rifio speed on the shore. She dashed upon 
the rocks lying opposite the female convict 
prison and the waves swept clean over her, 
Phe wreck was seen by a number of female 
convicts, who were seeking shelter from the 
fury of the gale, and they at once started 
for the shore. Slowly they forced them- 
selves against the storm, grasping rocks and 
other things to prevent them from bein, 
literally lawn away. At last they reach 
the shore. Here, nothing daunted by the 
thundering in-rush of the waters, which 
at times swept high above their 
heads, they formed a human _ life 
line, cach woman grasping the other's hand, 
Then tho bravest of the party rushed into 
the soa and grasped a struggling form seen 
twirling and twisting in the water and, 
uided her companions, dragged ashore 
one of the men who had been swept from 
the Enterprise. Again and again the 
women entered the water and cach time 
they returned with a man who, had it not 
been for their heroic aid, would surely have 
been drowned. 

Of the 83 men comprising the officers and 
crew of the Enterprise only six were saved 
and every one of these was dragged from 
the water by the female convicts.

THAT FENIAN SCARE. 


Why the British Police Are Watching 
Steamers From America, 

Dusty, Noy. 11.—The police appear to 
be acting on special information That the 
Clan-na-Gael in America is again active, 
aud that the members of that society have 
prepared for a resumption of the physical 
joree poly. Whatever may be tho ground 
for the sudden and evident access of vigi- 
lance on the part of the Castle, there is no 
doubt that the police themselves placed 
confidence in their source of information, 
and that they are on the lookout for danger- 
ous arrivals, 

It is acknowledged by leading Home Rul- 
ers that the ‘‘Hillside” or physical force 
doctrine has a powerful following in Ire- 
land. But a few days ago John Dillon said 
in substance that the Hillside with him was 
secondary to the present constitutional agi- 
tation; that before taking to the Hillside, 
he believed in giving the Liberals a chance 
to show what they would do for Home 
Rule. Dillon, it is argued, would not have 
spoken in this way if he had not appreciat- 
od the strength of the Hillside sentiment. 

A physical force movement, involving the 
employment of troops to suppress it, is 
what the Tories are anxious for, It is un- 
derstood, however, here, that the Home 
Rule leaders of either nation have little or 
no influence over the Clan-na-Guel, and no- 
body§would be surprised to hear of some 
signal and memorable act of violence by the 
emissaries of the society. 

Arrested for Fraud. 

Berwin, Nov. 11.—Herr Szamatirlski,the 
confidential clerk of Herr Wolff, the head 
of the banking firm of Hirschfeld & Wolff 
of this city, whose suspension a few days 
ago caused a pret sensation in financial and 
social circles here, was to-day arrested for 
complicity in bank frauds. 


Lord Lytton’s Probable Successor, 
Lonvon, Noy. 11.—Edmund Yates cables; 
I have reason to believe that Lord Lytton 
will shortly resign the Paris Embassy in 
consequence of the unsatisfactory state of 
his health, and that his successor there will 
be Lord Dufferin. 


DEVOTED UNTO DEATH. 


Revelations of m Sad Case by a Coroner's 
Investigation, 


Seartce, Ore., Nov. 11.—A sad case of 
devotion and death nas just been brought to 
light here by the investigation of the 
coroner, About four yore ago there came 
to this city a man and his wife, who were 
undoubtedly extremely poor. ‘The man was 
in delicate health and the wife showed such 
evidences of refinement that when she ap- 
plied for work among the ladies of the city 
she was looked upon with suspicion and the 
result was that she could get very little 
to do. 

The husband gave the name of Robert 
Morrison and said he was from Pennsyl- 
yania, where ho had been a clerk in a store 
until his health failed him, when he was 
compelled to come west to recuperate. 

The couple were very reserved and had 
little intercourse with the people, and as 
they were very poor they were compelled to 
live in a wretched hovel. 

When it was noticed a few days ago that 
neither the man nor woman appeared at the 
door of their house the neighbors went to 
see ifanything was wrong. ney found 
that the man fad evidently been dead for 
several days, while the woman was lying 
across the body and was also dead, 

She had evidently died of a broken heart. 
The place was searched and papers were 
discovered which showed that the man was 
Robert Morris, from Albany, N.Y., and 
that he had been confined in prison for for- 
gery, but had escaped roti come to this 
country. 

The letters showed that he was innocent 
of the crime and that his wife gave up her 
home with wealthy parents to stay with him 
through the misery of a  felon’s existence. 
Tho parents of the woman were correspond- 
ed with, but they simply sent money to 
Jofray the burial expenses and rofused to do 
anything furthor in the matter. 


Death of a Centenartan, 
Hauirax, N.S., Noy. 11,—Hon. Samuel 


Chipman, who colebrated his one hundre 
and first birthday on the f&th of last month, 
died this morning at his residence in Corn:

THE RELAY RACE VE\TERDAY A 
TRIUMPHANT AUCORSS 


Nash and Gmith Make Great Tme-A 

Mitobin the Arrangemonts at Grafton 

Ry Forms Relay From O.\bormo to 
Brighten 


The bicycle relay race from Hamilton 
to Kingston yesterday, a distance of 205 
miles was a triumphant success for cycling, 
J. H. Gerrie, sporting editor of the Mail, is 
the man who conceived the idea and to 
him is largely due the creditin making itthe 
success that it was. Although the cour- 
iers had every obstacle to contend against 
in point of weather and a serious hitch in 
the arrangements at Grafton, Kingston was 
reached within fifteen minutes of schedule 
time. Gullett, of Toronto, was to hove 
riden to Brighton, a distance of 18 miles 
but missed the train and was not on hand. 
Oonsequeaty Lennox, who was to ride from 
Port Hope to Grafton, 14 miles, found no} 
person to relieve him Ed. Roy, of Belle. 
ville, and Nash, of Toronto, who were to 
form the relay from Bri, hton to Belleville, 
were telegraphed at Brighton to meet Len- 
nox onthe road. Roy went ahead and 
met him at Colborne, Lennoa was by this 
time much exhausted in consequence 
of his hard riding. Roy 
took the despatch on toBrighton andNash 
whe isclassed as the second fastest rider 
in Canada spurted into Belleville. He 
did the distance in one hour and twenty- 
two minutes, arriving in the city at 11 
minutes past fire, Roy came inhis own 
time. Atthe Winaosor hotel, Smith of 
Toronto, received the despatch and darted 
off like the wind, He was accompanied 
by Motwell of Belleville. The latter went 
on some fifteen minutes ahead in order to 
keep pace with his faster companion. As 
Smith whirled over the lower bridge and 
up Bridge street at least two thousand 
people were gathered along the line of 
route, Hedid the distsnce to Napance in 
1,88. When near Napanee Smith broke 
his saddle and the despatch was carried 
inte Napanee by Notwell, showing the 
necessity of two riders. With fayoiable 
weather the schedule time would have been 
beaten by wwo hours, Fifteen minutes 
were lost in Toronto and time was also 
loit between Whitby and Port Hope and 
between Port Hope and Colborne. Twenty 
minutes of this was picked up by Nash 
and Roy, 

In July next year, a grand relay race 
will be run from Detroit to Montreal for 
which arrangements are already going 
forward.

4 BELLEVILLE BOY 
Who Attainsa High Posiion in Unolo 
Bam's Territory 

A few days ago the ONTARIO mentioned 
the fact that John A. Vanderwater, of 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y , and formerly of Belle- 
ville, had been elected to the assembly by 
a large majority, and over an opponent 
with six million dollars. Mr, Vanderwater 
was born in 1849, in the Townsh'p of Sid- 
ney, Hastings Co. His parents, Henry 
and Margaret Vanderwater, reside at pre- 
sent, on Moira St. West Belleville. At 
the age of 16 he entered Albert College 
and spent a number of terms there, after 
which he was engaged to teach school in 
the little brick school house at Gilberts’ 
corners, and where he had received a 
common school education. Afier teaching 
for some time, he went to Poughkeepsie, 
where his grand-parents, John Vander- 
water and David Marshall lived, aud took 
a commercial course at Eastman’s College. 
After finishing his work there, he obtained 
employment, with Ferris & Caywood, 
norsery men, near Poughkeepsie, He 
remained a Short time with them when he 
was offered 230 a month and board to 

eddie milk inthe city of Poughkeepsie, 

his he did for some time, while at the 
same time he spent his spare moments in 
preparing himself for a teacher. In Sept. 
1869, he entered an examination, obtained 
acertificate and secured a position as 
teacher in a district school. After ceaching 
school a number Of years in this school, he 
was elected to fill the office of “Justice of 
the Peace,” and after serving for 4 years’ 
he was re-elected for a second term. He 
did not quite complete this term being 
compelled to resign, in order to accept the 
principalship of the “Union Free School, 
at New Flamburg, N. Y. This school is 
considered one of the best within this 
county. After teaching six years, and 
while yet teaching, he was chosen by the 
electors of the second assembly District of 
Duchess County, as their school commiss- 
ioner, placing under his charge 70 schools 
and oyer 100 teachers. 

After serving 3 years he was re elected 
bya largely increased majority. He had not 
yet served one yearofhis term, when on 
Oct. 10th last, his people called upon him 
to accept a nomination for the assembly 
against the wealthiest man of the district,

Beruiy, Noy, 16.—Herr Mass, the head 
of « banking and exchange firm ut Charlot- 
tenburg, a suburb of Berlin, surrendered 
himself this morning to the police of this 
city and onteasediihat he had» misappro- 
priated a quantity of securities deposited 
with him by various customers. The total 
amount of his embezzlements will be ex- 
ceedingly large. ‘lhe members of the aris- 
tocracy lost heayily By the failure last Sat- 
urday of the banking house of Friedlander 
& Sommerfeld, tase’ embezzlements, 
though not positively known to affect the 
aristocracy to such an extent as Wolff's 
affected them, are certain to attract the 
attention of the Emperor. The money ap- 
propriated by Masa to his own use includes 
the sum of 20,000 marks which had been 
subscribed toward the fund for the erection 
of a church in memory of Empress Augusta, 
grandmother of the present Emperor. Ten 
thousand marks which were to have been 
devoted to the Prince Frederick Charles In- 
stitute have also disappeared. In addition 
to these 30,000 marks Mass has succeeded 
in making away with 400,000 marks de- 
posited inhis bank by 150 artisans andsmall 
traders. 

Mass gave as his reason for surrendering 
himself to the Berlin police, instead of to 
the Charlottenburg authorities, that he 
held a high place in society and was 
ashamed to tell the police of the latter 

|. place of his crimes. His sense of shame, 

jowever, may have been quickened by the 
knowledge that his poor depositors would 
not haye taken their losses with calmness.

T 
may a without any. hesitation that 1 was 
certainly struck with the signs of increased 
development and stability and the growing 
confidence on the part of those living in the 
Northwest. (Hear, hear.) 

Proceeding he entered into an advocacy 
of mixed farming, holding that it was not 
wise to depend wholly on the grain crops, 
bountiful as they may be. “he farmers 
should go more Into cattle raising and dairy 

roducts,” he added, He spoke in flavter- 
ing torms of British Columbia's capabilities 
for fruit growing. “TI have loft some mone 
behind mo,” he continued, “This shows 
have faith in the country.” Ho said that 
in order to encourage smull fruit farmin 
he was cutting up his land in British Col- 
umbia into small lots, and ho held that a 

‘ood living could be made off a 50 acre fruit 
arm, 

Ho animadverted on tho dairying in- 
dustry and pointed out that while 41 per 
cent, of the cheese imported into Great 
Britain was Canadian; of the butter only 2 
per oent, was Canadian. He held that 
thero was no four reason why this dix- 
paragement should continue, To secure 
the desideratum as woll as largor profits for 
the Cunadian farmer he advocated co-opera- 
tion to seoure not only an excellent article 
of butter but a uniform make as well. 

Referring to the Dominion he was con- 
fident it had a great future. ‘I know there 
are difficulties in the way,” he continued, 
but J hold that they are of a sort that can he 
overcom*, [Cheers,] ‘The tree which survives 
the storm is all the stronger. This is not the 
time for fespondency or faint-heartedness, 
[Prolonged applause.) What I say is the 
plain, unvarnished statement of one who has 
4 firm belief in this country. [Applause.] 

Referring to trado matters 5 said he 
could not help thinking that the aim should 
be to secure as great freedom of intercourse 
as possible, not only with the United States 
but with the Mother Country as well. [Hear, 
hear,) ‘I do not see,” he added, “why such 
a thing should be regarded ag utopian. J 
look for the time when there shall be closer 
relations betweon all the great English- 
speaking people.” [Hear, hear.] He looked 
spon Canada as the link that was to bring 
about the desideratum. 

Concluding, he said, ‘Canada is the 
greatest of British colonies. But she is 
more. She is a growing nation. [Loud ap- 
plause.] It is her destiny, and not only will 
she be a great nation, but one of the mast 
potent factors in promoting the peace of the 
world,” [Prolonged applause. ]

Matthew Shea of Toronto Killed in a 
Merely Chance Quarrol, 
Inpranarouis, Noy. 15.—The people of 
Greencastle are yery myich excited over the 
mysterious murder of a tramp which oc- 
curred there on Wednesday night and 
which was at first supposed to have been 
planned and deliberately carried out because 
the victim was the possessor of secrets 
which his murderers did not want divulged. 
Early on Thursday morning the body of a 
man was found near the city, and an exami- 
nation showed that it contained some thirty 
different knife wounds, one of which pene- 
trated the heart, one the lungs and another 
the groin, and any one of which would 
have been fatal. Nothing was found upon 
his person to indicate who he was, and the 
few articles in his pockets were of no value. 
Later in the daya clue to the murder 
was found when a man living near the rail- 
road reported that five eae had ovcu- 
pes a box car during the night and he had 
eard them quarreling. A search for the 
companions of the murdered man resulted 
in the finding of one of them near Terre 
Haute and ho was placed under arrest. 
He gave his name as William Onerien and 
said thot tho murdered man’s name was 
Matthew Shea and that he was from Mon- 
treal or Toronto; that he was in the box- 
car with three others the night before and 
that a fight occurred and that Shea was 
stabbed, but ho did not know who did it, 
These facts, he said, he learned the next 
morning trom one of the tramps who were 
in the car. There were no *'Cronin” fea- 
tures in the murder and the authorities 
now believe that it resulted from a chance 
quarrel,

Lonvon, Nev, 18.—The police throughout 
the country have had a lesson in the case of

The méasuremonts were applied to 
tho headleas body and they showed it was 
that of Boudry, an old criminal. Thou they

The Murder of 0 F 
dians by sloux N 
Orrawa, Ont., Nov. 17.—The discovery 
of portions of a human skeleton among the 
buffalo bones that are piled near tho rail- 
way station at Pilot Mound, Northwest 
Territories, brings to recollection 4 tragedy 
that ocourred within a fow miles of there 17 
yn ago and of which event tho human 
nes aré belioved to be a ghastly reminder, 

Three Indians, two men aud ow lad, had 
their camp in the woods, two milos north of 
Pilot Mound, and had spent the fall hunt. 
ing and trappin| on the river and lakon, 
obtaining & good supply of furs and game. 
The hunters were about to lonve for a now 
district, and early ono morning loaded their 
two carte and harnessed thoir horses, when 
they were suddenly confronted by’ seven 
armed Sioux, who Baa in some way dis- 
covered tho smoke from the camp fire. 

For some years hostilities had ceased, 
and, not expecting danger, the Indian 
hunters were off their guard and were 
taken completely by surprise,.for it was 
evident that the Sioux contemplated mur. 
der and robbory, only hesitating leat other 
Indians should be in the vicinity. 

One of the hunters, named Black- -Nose, 
was @ man of extraordinary shrewdness and 
activity and took in the situation at once, 
but protending that he felt no suspicion or 
alarm he carelessly took upakettle and 
advanced slowly towards a rivulet close by, 
as if to aoe some water, One of the 
Sioux followed, with his gun, in readiness 
leat hia intended victim sl ould attempt to 
eacape, When passing a clump of willow 
hushes Black-Noso made a sudden bound 
behind the rushes and was off like an 
arrow. The Sioux fired, but the atems of 
the bushes turned the bullets aside and the 
hunter continued on his way uninjured.

When the heifers are brought to the 

farms Dr. Alexander's first care is to give 
them a close examination, Boing found in 
good condition, they are peed in the 
stable, carefully groomed and fed on bran 
mashes until it is determined that they are 
ready to become subjects, They are thon 
led into the operating room, and patent 
tables, Dr. Alexander's invention, strapped 
to their backs. By a simple mechanical 
arrangement the animals are easily turned 
over, 80 that they rest comfortably on thoir 
backs without « struggle, on the upholator- 
ed tables, alldone in a manner that pre- 
serves them from any excitement, 

Then begins the operation, The inner 

§ portion of the flanks are shaved aa clean as 
* the barber shaves a face, and are afterward 
scarified in a number of places and inocul- 
ated with virus, in somewhat the same way 
a human boing is treated, Next they are 
taken to spovially Piceeted stalls, whore 
they are oarefully attended and 
closely watched for seven days. Tho vos- 
icles are then fully developed, and the 
animals are returned to the operating tables, 
where the lymph is removed and placed on 
ivory spor ’ the latter being two inches 
in length and a quarter of an inch thiok, 
lancet shaped. 
PURITY OF LYMPH, 

Fifty of these points are placed together 
in a clamp, and after the crusts of the veal 
les are well sponged the crusts are remoyed- 
with the handlo of «scalpel, the vesicle 
thoroughly cleansed by sponginy, as a sur- 
geon would a wound, proventing any im- 
pure or foreign matter from resting on it. A 
few moments after this preparation the 
lymph begins to exude like drops of per- 
spiration. It is then taken up with camels’ 
hair pencils and placed on the ‘‘points.”” 
After the lymph has become dry, the points 
are recoated froma second animal, treated 
as the other, thus hermotically sealing the 
first lymph with the advantage of having 
the vacoinefof u second animal, 

THE COW THAT STARTED IT, 

After this the animals are kept until 
healed and then returned to their owners, 
and they cannot again be used, being proof 
against kine-pox, the disease they recontly 
had. The first and only authenticated case 
of spontaneous cow-pox in America was 
discovered by Dr. Alexander, the animal 
being the property of Henry Fletcher, of 
Marietta, and from this source Dr. Alexan- 
der now derives hie world-famous vaccine, 
After the ‘‘points” at the Marietta estab- 
lishment have dried thoroughly they are ro- 
moyed to the packing-room and packed in 
glass vials, ton in cach, and then placed in 
wooden cases for shipment. They are never 
packed in metal, as it destroys the power 
of the lymph, Vaccine is sent to nearly 
every nation on the globe, even to distant

Old man 
Halestone acting onthe adyiceof Coroners 
Sutton of Madoc, and Pomeroy, of Tweed, 
came to Belleville on Saturday last and 
interested Geo. , Henderson Q.C,, the 
city crown atrorney in the matter 

He made and affilavit before the 
attorney setting forth the above facts and 
gives itas his opinion that John Halestoa 
was mardered on the night of Saturday 
Oct 3rd. He further alleges thatthe wife 
was not injured and after remainingin bed 
a short time was able to be about. He ‘s 
not sure that any inquest was held on the 

body and believes there was not. On 
Sunday the body was lecked ina toom 
in the honse andthe friends were not 
allowed to see it, Two sisters and two 
brothers of the diseased were 
not allowed to view the 
remains, when a request to that effect was 
made and when they returned the next 
morning toattendthe fureral the dead 
man had been removed from the house and 
is alleged to have been baried in a swamp 
at four o'clock in the morning. While 
confined to her bed the wife communicated 
with her brother-in-law and asked him to 
forgive her ;that she had done all she 
could do to prevent it. 

Acting on the facts as furnished, the 
county crown attorney has written to Dr. 
Pomeray to make a thorough investigation 
of the case. The body will be exhumed 
and an inquest held. If the facts point to 
murder, the suspected parties will at once 
be put under arrest.

Mr. Lash asked whether it was proposed 
to show that the conspiracy had Rte to 
the procuring of the contract, or whether 
after contract was procured that a conspir- 
aoy took place to defraud the public under 
the contract. 

Mr, Osler replied that the information 
laid had not reference to the obtaining of 
the contract. ‘fhe information was for 
conspiracy to obtain moneys improperly. 
One of the overt acts relating to the con- 
spiracy was the obtaining of the contract. 
Another overt act was the obtaining of 
money from time totime. The foundation 
of the conspiracy, however, was the obtain- 
ing of money improperly; the tenders, the 
egntract, the method of obtaining progress 
certificates, the final certificate were overt 
acta in that foundation conspiracy. All 
related to the original foundation scheme to 
gbtain public money by these improper 
methods, 

The other information laid had to do 
with the method of obtaining and carrying 
out of the contract of May 23, 1887, known 
as the dredging contract. 

Commissioner Sherwood, Inspector Dan 
O'Leary and Constable Parkinson of the 
Dominion police gaye evidence as to the 
service of papers. The latter said he had 
bean to St. Catharines to endeavor to serve 
Cloney, who has charge of the tirm’s books, 
but could not ascertain his whereabouts, 

Honore Casault, bailiff of the Superior 
Court for the district of Quebec, told how 
the Conuollya secured possession of their 
books on Oct. 28 last. Witness accepted 
Cloney 44 guardian of the books on the 
suggestion of Nicholas Connolly.

THE LOTTERY VAMPIRE. 


Tho Chances in favor of Winning a Prize 
aro Very Slim, 


The honest people of New Orleans and 
Louisiana, under the name of the “Demo- 
cratic Anti-lottery Committee of State o' 
Louisiana,” has issued an appeal to their 
fellow-citizens of other States, They re- 
recite how the Louisiana Lottery Company} 
was organized in 1868 “at the instigation of 
a band of gamblers formed in New York,’ 
‘ with a capital of $10,000,000, and 
they say : 

“The market vilue of their stock in 
creased from $35 per share in 1879 to 
$1,200 pershare in 1890, representing 
twice the value of the whole banking capi- 
tal, which was never subscribed, and have 
accumulated an enormous surplus of un 


knowa amount. while declaring dividendg% 


of from 80 to 170 per cent. per annum out} 
of only one half of the net earnings, thd 
other half belonging to the lesses, Howard‘ 
& Morris.” 

“The aggregate of the scheme of the 
monthly and semi-annual drawing is the 
fabulous sum of $28,000,000 per anaum, 
and the aggrepate of their daily drawings 
is over $20,000,000 more. They receive 
annually $1,259,000 from the writ'en poli- 
cies sold onthe numbers, of the daily 
drawings apart from the regular printed 
tickets. They received annually about 
$22,900,000 from their monthly and semi 
annual drawings. The scheme of the more 
recent drawings are so arranged that they 
can sell 75 per cent. of their tickets, pay 
10 per cent. fur selling them, lose all the 
prizes provided for in the schemes, pay 
$1,000,000 for expenses and still have $3,- 
000,000 profits per annum. The prizes 
paid are in nohonest proportion to 
Cost of the tickets or the chances of win- 
Ning. For instance, fora $1 ticket the 
chances for winning a prize of 85 cents is 
Onein three ; of winning a prize of $1.70 
One in nireteen, and of winning a prize of 
$4.25, one in 1

That much can be done in this direction 
by a little push and enterprise is well 
illustrated by the experience of the town 
of Preston in Wellingion county. This 
town possesses no scenic advantages, has 
nothing to attract the public excep! its 
mineral waters, These, however, have 
been widely advertised and now hundreds 
of people flock to that place from all parts 
of the country and those waters constitute 
perhaps the chief source of wealth to the 


town, 


Ifso much can be done at the little 
inland and unattra.tive town, what might 
not be done in Belleville, where to the 
advantages of the mineral water would be 
added the fine natural and artificial 
beauty of thecity, its splendid situation 
on the water and the unsurpassed beauty 
of the bay, with the facilities it offers for 
delightful sa‘ls and healthful sports, 


If this matter be properly pushed— 
always premising that the water” proves as 
valuable as is now anticipatpd —there 
would be an influx here every summer of 
hundreds of visitors, and the prosperity 
of the city would be enhanced to a un- 


precedented extent. 


There have of late,been a large number 
of runaways in Belleville, some of which 
had serious and even fa'al results. Some 
of these, we presume, are unavoidable, 
but some could have been easily pre- 
vented. 

Probably the chief cause of these un- 
pleasant incidents is found in the careless- 
ness about tying up horses, A person 
can walk up the street almost any day and 
see one or more horses standing untied, 
and with no one holding them. 


Now a particular horse omay be the 
most quiet beast in the world, yet some- 
thing may occur that will startle it and 
and cause it to run away, and when this 
happens, especially on Front St., other 
horses and vehicles are apt to Suffer, and 
sometimes human beings are killed or 
injured. 


The remedy for this manace to life and 
property isa strict enforcement of the by- 
law. Ifa few of these careless individuals 
who leave their horses untied were prompt: 
ly summoned before the magistrate and 
fined, this real evil could be done away 
with. Thére are enough policemen in the 
city to see that this by-law is enforced. 

Another by-law that is also badly vio- 
lated is that forbidding the congregating 
of peop'e on sidewalks. This is a real 
grievance in Belleville. Itis not at all 
\incommon 10 see from fifteen to twenty 
people standing for an hour ata time on 
the corner of Bridge and Front streets, 
which seems to be the great rendezvous 
of the unemployed, and often it is di fficult 
for a pedestrian to work his way through, 
for these free and undependent citizens 
won't budge an iuch even ifthe Queen of 
Enxland were to pass along. 


Such a thing as this would not be al- 
lowed in any ovher city in the world, and 
we do not see why it should be allowed 
here. It gives visitorsa bad impression 
of the city,it is most unpleasant for ladies 
who have to pass along this part ot the 
the street, it is not pleasant for any person 
and it is an open and palpable violation 
of one of the by-laws of the city. 

Therefore it should be stopped and it is 
jhe business of the Police to look after it. 
It would not be at all difficult to break up 
the practice. A quiet but firm “move on” 
by one of the force would doubtless be all 
that would be needed.

Now, the 
facts are these: John Hatlestone shot his 
wife and himselfon the 4th day of Oct 
last at 9 o'clock a im, and laid in a scorch- 
ing sun until 6 p. m. before it was deter- 
mined what shoule be done with bLimat 
which time the writer arrived at the place 
and gave orders, as the head of the 
municipality, to have the body properly 
dressed and preserved as far as possible 
under Dr. J. R. Harding, until the 
coroner could be notified which was done 
on the following morning. The day of 
the shooting, as you will remember, was on 
Sunday. After having heard from the 
coroner and being advised to bury the 
body ; we had the body put in a handsome 
and well finished coffin ; and as the nature 
of the crime was suchas to fill the residents 
with horror, to such an _ extent, 
that no man wanted deeeased 
buried on his land nor near his home on 
the highway, norin a graveyard beside 
their friends, everyone knowing how 
horrible his deeds had been sol devised 
this planto get over this difficulty. J 
asked the people if they would be all sat- 
isfied for me to appoint a party of men 
under the management of Sydmer Sar- 
gent and Dr. Harding to bury deceased 
quietly, said party of men not to reveal 
the place of burial except to the Queen’s 
officers or too the friends of deceased pio- 
viding they wanted to removs the body to 
ojher grounds outside our township, which 
arrangements was consented to by all 
present, Under these conditions deceased 
was buried.

TALMAGE AT EPHESUS. 


THE PLACE WHERE POLYCARP WAS 
BURNED AT THE STAKE 


Paul 
Christianity—The Temple of the God- 
dess of Diana, 

Brooxtyy, N.Y, Nov. 17,—Dr. Talmage 
continued yesterday his secios of sermons 
entitled Brom the Pyramids to the Aocro- 
polia.” ‘This sermon, which is the fifth of 
the series, concerned with the doctor's 
visit to hhosus. His text was: Acts 
xix. 34, “Groat is Diana of the Ephesians,” 

We have landed this morning at Smyrna, 
a city of Asiatic Turkey, One of the seven 
churehes of Asia onde stood here, You 
real in Revelation, Yo the ohurch in 
Smyrna write,” It ia a city that Has ofter 
boon shaken by earthquake, awept by com: 
flagration, blasted lagues and butchered 
by war, and hore Bishop Polyoarp atood in 
a crowded amphitheatre, and when he was 
asked to give up the advocacy of the 
Christian religion and save — himself 
from martyrdom, the pro-conaul saying 
“Swear and [release thoo; reproach Chriut,’ 
roplied: ‘Righty and six years have Isorved 
Him and He never did me wrong; how then 
can I revilo my King and Saviour?” When 
he was brought to the fires into which he 
was about to be thrust, and the officials 
were about to fasten him to the stake, he 
anid; ‘Let me remain as Tam, for He who 
giveth me strength to sustain the fire will 
enable me also, without your securing mo 
with nails, to remain unmoved in the fire.” 
History says tho fires refused to consume 
him, and under the winds the flames bent 
outward so that they did not touch him 
and thorefore he was slain by swords and 
spears, One vypross bending over his grave 
is the only monument to Bishop Polycary. 

Bat we ateon the way to the city of 
Ephesus, about 50 miles from Smyrna,” We 
are advised not to go to Kphosus; the ban- 
dits in that region have had an ugly prac- 
tice of cutting off the ears of trayelors and 
sending these specimens of cars down to 
Smyrna, demanding a ransom, The bandits 
auggest to tho frionds of tho persons from 
whom the ears have been subtracted that if 
they would like to have the rest of the body 
they will please send an appropriate sum of 
money. it the money is not sent, the muti- 
lated prisonors will be ussaysinated. One 
trayoler wan carried off to the robbers’ den, 
and $7500 was paid for his reacue, The 
bandits were caught and beheaded, the pic- 
tures of theso ghastly heads are on sale in 
the shops of Smyrna for any persons who 
may desire to haye something to look at on 


their way to Ephesus. There have 
been cases where ten and  twent, 

and thirty and forty thousand dol- 
lara have been domanded hy _ those 


brigands. We did not feel like putting our 
friends to such expouse, and it was sng: 
yosted that we had better omit Ephesus 
Bat that would haye been a disappoint 
ment from which we would never recover. 
We must see Ephesus—associated with the 
most wonderful apostolic scenes, We hire 
a special railway train, and in about an 
hour anda half wo arrive at tho city of 
Ephesus, which was called “The Great 
Metropolis of Asia,” and ‘One of the Eyes 
of Asin,” and ‘“Lhe Empress of Ionia,” ¢ 
capital of all learning and magnificence 
Here, as I said, was one of the seven 
churches of Asia, and first of all we visit 
the ruins of that church where once an 
AXcumenical Council of 2000 ministers 
of religion was held. 

Mark the fulfilment of the prophecy! Of 
the seven churches of Asia, four were com- 
mended in the book of Revelation, and three 
were doomed, The cities having the four 
commonded churches still stand; the cities 
having the three doomed churches are 
wiped out. It occurred jusc as the Bible 
said it would occur. Drive on and you 
come to the theatre, which was 660 feet 
from wall to wall, capable of holding 56,- 
700 spectators. Here and there the walls 
arise almost unbroken, but for the most 
part the building isdown. As I took my 
place at the centre of this theatre and look: 
ed around at its broken layers of stone, gal- 
lery upon gallery, gallery upon gallery, and 
ples up into the bleak skies of that winter 

lay and thought that every hand that 
swung a trowel on thosé walls, and 
oyery foot that trod those atairs, and every 
eye that gazed on that amphitheatre, and 
every voice that greeted the combatants in 
that arena had gone out of hearing and 
sight for ages on ages I felt @ thrill of 
interest that almost prostrated me amid the 
ruins. Standing there we could not forget 
that in that building once assembled a 
riotous throng for Paul’s condemnation, 
because what he preached collided with the 
idolatry of their national goddess, Paul 
tried to get into that theatre and address 
the excited multitude, but his friends held 
him back, lest he be torn in pioces by the 
mob, and the recorder the Riot Act amon 
the people who had shrieked for two mortu! 
hours till their threats were sore and they 
were black in the face: ‘Great is Diana of 
the Ephesians.” 

Now, we step into the Stadium. Enough 
of its walls aaa appointments are left to 
show what a stupendous place it must have 
been when used for foot races and for 
fights with wild beasts It was @ buildin, 
680 feet long by 200 fect wide. Pau 
refers to what transpired there in tho way 
of spectacle when he says: ‘We have been 
made a spectacle.” “Yes,” Paul says, “I 
have fought with beasts at Ephesus,” an 
expression usually taken as figurative, but 
Isuppose it was literally true, for one of 
the amusemonta in that Stadium was to put 
a disliked man in the arena with a hungry 
lion or tiger or panther, and let the fight go 
on until either the man or the beast or both 
were slain. It must have been great fun for 
these haters of Christianity to hear that on 
the morrow in the Stadium in Ephesus the 
missionary Paul would in the presence of 
the crowded galleries fight a hungry lion, 
The people were early there to get the beat 
seats, and a more alert and enthusiastic 
crowd never assembled. They took their 
dinners with them, And was there ever 9 
more unequal combat proposed? Paul, ac- 
ponding to tradition, small, crooked- 
backed and weak-oyed, but the grand 
est man in sixty centuries, is led 
to tho centre as the people shout: ‘There 
he comes, the preacher who had nearly 
rnined our religion. The lion will make 
but a brief mouthful of him.” It is plain 
that all the sympathies of that crowd are 
with the lion. Fi one of the underground 
reoms I hear the growl of the wild beasts 
They have been kept for several days with 
ont food or water in order that they may 
be especially ravenous and blood-thirsty, 
What chance is there for Paul? But you 
cannot tell by a man’s sizo or looks how 
stout a Wow he can strfke or how keen a 
blade he can thrust. Witness, Heaven and 
earth and hell, this struggle of Paul with » 
wild beast. The coolest man in the Sta 
dium is Paul. What has he to fear? He 
has defied all the powers, earthly and in- 
fernal, and if his body tumble under the 
foot and tooth of the wild beast, his soul 
will only the sooner find disenthralment. 
But itishis duty, as far as poasible, to 
preserve his life. Now, I hear the belt of 
the wild beast’s door shove back, amd the 
whole audience rise to their feet ay the 
flerce brute springs for the arena and 
toward its small ovcoupant. I think the 


first plunge that was made by the wild 
beast at the Apostle was mado on thepoint 
of a sharp blade, and the snarling monster 
with a howl of pain and reeking with 
gore, turns back. But now the little mis- 
sionary has his turn of making attacks, 
and with afew well-directed thrusts, the 
monster lies dead in the dust of the arena, 
and the Apostle puts his right foot on the 
fon and shakes him, and then puts his left 
foot on him and shakes him—a scene which 
Paul afterwards uses for an illustration when 
he wants to show how Christ will triumph 
over death—‘He must reign till He hath 
mut all enemies under His fect,” yes, under 
Lis feet, 
he said: “Ihave fought with beasts at 
Ephesus,” and as the plural is used I think 
he had more than one such fight, or several 
beasta were let loose upon him at ono time, 
In the midst of this city of Ephesus once 
floated an artificial lake, brilliant with 


painted oats, agi throwah the River Cay-

ships from all parts of the known earth 
floated in and out, carrying on a commerce 
which made Ephesus the envy of the world, 
Great. Was Lphosus! Its gymnasla, ite 
hippodrome, ita odeon, its athenacum, ite 
forum, Its aquodnota, its towers, ita castle 
of Hadrian, ite monument of Androolus, ite 
quarries, its templos, What history and 
pootry and chisel and canvas have nob pro- 
sented have como up at the call of arch: 
acologinta’ powder-blast and orewbar, 
But I have now to unveil the chief 
wonder of this chiefost of citios, In 1863, 
under the patronage of the English Gov. 
ernment, Mr, Wood, the explorer, began at 
Kpheoun to feel slang under the ground at 
great depths for roads, for walls, for towers, 
and here it is—that for which Ephesus was 
more colebrated than all else besides—the 
temple of the goddess Diana, called the 
sixth wonder of the world, As I sat ona 
piece f ono of its fallon columns I said 
hat earthquake rocked it down, or what 
hurricane suse it te the earth, or under 
what strong wind of centuries did the giaut 
stagger and fall? Thore haye been seven 
tomplos of Diana, tho ruins of each con~ 
tributing something for the splendor of all 
its architectural successors, Two hundred 
and twenty years was this last temple in cen- 
struction. It wasnearly twice as large as St, 
Paul's Cathedral, London. Lest itahould be 
disturbed by earthquakes thetemplo was buils, 
on a marsh, which was made firm Rf layers 


day a shepherd, by the name of Pixodorus, 
while watching his flocks, saw two rama 
fighting, and, as they missed the interlock- 
ing of their horns and one fell, his horn 
knocked a splinter from tho reck, and 
showed by that splinter the lustrous white- 
ness of the rook. The shepherd ran to the 
city with a piece of that stone, which re- 
vealed # quarry, from which place the temple 
was built, In removing tho groat stonos from 
the quarry to their destined places in the 
temple, it was necessary, in order to keep 
the wheela—which were twelve foet in 
diameter—from sinking deep into the earth 
under the unparalleled heft, that a frame of | 
timber be arranged over which the wheels | 
rolled. The temple of Diana was 425 feet | 
long by 225 feet wide. All Asia was taxed 
to pay for it, It had 127 pillars, each 60 
feot high and each the gift of a king and in- 
scribed with the name of the donor, Now 
you seo the meaning of that passage in 
Revelations, just asa king presenting one 
of these pillars to the temple of Dianna had 
his own name chiselled on it and the name 
of his own country, #0 says Christ: “Him 
that overcometh will I make a pillar in the 
temple of my God, and I will write upon 
him the name of my God and the name of 
the city of my God, which is New Jerusa- 
lem, and I will write upon him my new 
nance.” How suggestive and beautiful | 
In addition to those pillars that I climbed | 
over while amid the ruing of Diana's Temple | 
T suw afterwards eight of those pillars at 
Constantinople, to which city they had been 
remoyod, and are now & part of the Mosque 
of St. Sophia, Those eight columns are all 
green jasper, but some of those which stood 
in Diana's Temple at Ephesus were fairly ! 
drenched with brilliant colors. Costly | 
metals stood upin various partsofthetemple, | 
where they could catch the fullest flush of 
the sun. A flight of stairs was carved out 
of one grapevine, Doors of cypress wood, 
which had been kept in glue for years, and 
bordered in bronye in bas-relief, swung 
against pillars of brass and resounded with 
echo upon echo, caught up and sont on, and | 
hurled back through the corridors. In 
that building stood an image of Diana, 
the goddess. The impression was abroad, aa 
the Bible records, that that image had 
dropped plumb out of Heaven into that 
temple and the sculptors who really made 
the statute or image wore put to death, so 
that they could not testify of its human 
manufacture and ao deny its celestial origin 
In this city the mother of Jesus was said 
to have been buried. Here dwelt Aquilla 
and Priscilla of Bible mention, who were 
professors in an extemporized theological 
sominary and they taught the eloquent 
Apollos how te be eloquent for Christ, 
Here John preached, and from here be- 
cause of his fidelity he was exiled at Pat- 
mos, Here Paul warred against the 
magical arts for which Epk.sus was 
famous, The sorcerers of this city pre- 
tended that they could cure diseases, and 
perform almost any miracle, by pronoune- 
ing these sonseles words: ‘* Aski Cataski 
Lix Tetrax Damnameneus Aision.” Paul 
having performed a miracle in the name of 
Jesus, there wasalying family of seven 
brothers "who imitated the Apostle, and 
instead of their usual words of incantation, 
used the word Jesus over aman who was 
possessed of a devil, and the man possessed 
lew at them in great fierceness and nearly 
tore these frauds to pieces, and in conse- 
ghenes all up and down the streets of 
phesus there was indignation excited 
against the magical arts and a great bon- 
fire of magical ks was kindled in the 
atreeta and the people stirred the blaze un- 
til thirty-five thonakad dollars’ worth of 
black art literature had burned to ashes, 
But all the glory of Ephesus I have de- 
soribed has gone now. At some seasons of 
the year awful malarias swoop over the 
place and put Upon mattresses or in graves 
a large proportion of the population. In 
the approximate marshes scorpions, centi- 
pedes and all forms of roptilian life crawl 
and hiss and sting, while hyenas and jackals 
at night slinkin and out of the ruins of 
buildings which once startled the nations 
with their almost supernatural grandeur. 
But here is a lesson which has noyer yet 
been drawn out. Do you not sce in that

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cone of Diana an expression of what the 
world needs? It wants a God who can pro- 
vide food. Diana was a huntress. In 


pictures on many of the coins she held a 
stag by the horns with one hand and » 
bundle of arrows in the other. Oh, this is 
a hungry world! Diana could not give one 
pound of meat, or one mouthful of food to , 
the millions of her worshippers. She was 
a dead divinity; an’ imaginary God, and so 
in idolatrous lands the vast majority of 
Pee never haye'enough to eat. It is only 
in the countries where the God of heaven 
and earth is worshipped that the vast 
majority have enough to eat. Let Diana 
have her arrows and her hounds; our God 
has the sunshine and the showers and the 
harvest, and in proportion as he is wor 
shipped does plenty reign. i

FORMATION OF NIAGARA RIVER

AnInveros:ing Papsr Road Before tho 
Canadian Institute 
There was a meeting of the Canadian 
Institute in ‘Toronto last Saturday evening, 
at which an interesting paper on the for- 
mation of Niagara River was read by Mr. 
W. J. Smith. He vigorously combatted 
thu theories propounded by certain scien- 
tists, relative to the formation of the 
“gorge” from Lewiston to the Falls, and 
cited a number of facts to prove that the 
action of the water has not, and does not, 
erode the rocks backwardsto the extent 
specified. If the so-called scientific theory 
be submitted to a reasonable mathematical 
test there should be a daily loss of rock 
equal to 190 tons. Mr. Smith asks how 
such an enormous erosion could go on for 
years and still the vertical face of the rock 
at the falls, as well as the rock forming the 
Cascades, present the same old moss: 
grown face which they have during the life 
time of the oldest resident of the locality. 
He describes the formation as due to frac- 
ture, and cites facts to sustain his conten- 
tion, claiming thatthe evidence of facts 
will always displace that of theory. At 
the same time he admits that his theory is 
so radical a change from what we have 


been led through so many years to believe a d 


as to confound us for the time being. Mr. 
Smith is well known to many of our read- 
ers, having charge of the work now being 
done at the Institution for the Deaf.

Prince George of Wales is improving. 

The Cabinet crisis at Madrid continues, 

Smallpox cases have developed at Geneva 
and Kingston, N.Y. 

Owing to the crisis in Spain all the Cabinet 
Ministers have resigned their portfolios. 

Count Tolstoi’s daughters, Latione and 
Marie, have opened a refectory for the 
famine-stricken near his chateau. 

Four men were buried alive and four 
others narrowly escaped a like fate by the 
bureting of a conduit at East New York 
(Brooklyn) Saturday. 

Business on the London Stock Exchange 
was light last week. ‘The tone at the end 
of the week was decidedly better and deal- 
ings Saturday were remarkably lively. 

The delegates of the atriking miners have 
agreed to submit the questions in dispute to 
arbitration, provided the men have a repre- 
sentation equal to that of their employers. 

A despatch to The London Chronicle 
from ‘Tien Tsin says official information is 
given that all indemnities to Europeans are 
now paid with tho exception of those 
arising out of the Ichang riot. 

At the Somersetshire Assizes the Rev. Dr. 
James Casper Clutterbuck, D,C.L., in- 
spector of workhouse schools, Pipiied 
guilty to obtaining £16,000 by fulse pre- 
tences and was sentenced to five years’ 
penal servitude. 

An immense demonstration was held in 
Limerick yesterday in commemoration of 
the death of the ‘‘Manchester martyrs.” 
Michael Davitt, John Redmond, Edward 
Harrington and others met ona common 
par The speakers demanded the re- 
ease of the Irishmen imprisoned in Eng- 
land. 

The extraordinary credit of over 100,-

budget for artillery is intended for provid- 
ing the army with o new kind of field gun, 
The new gun has been perfected under the 
direct surveillance of Emperor William, 
Count Von Waldersee “et General Von 
Schieffen. 

A mysterious oxplosion occurred in & 
mail wagon attached toa train bound for 
Halle. ‘two postal employes were badly 
hurt. The carriage was sot on fire by the 
explosion and was entirely consumed. The 
mails, comprising 900 post parcels and a 
host of lotters, wore destroyed, including 
number containing remittances of money. 

Mra, Lavinia Mason, the stewardess of 
the steamer Mongolian, which arrived at 
Liverpool from Montreal on Wednesday 
last, was arraigned in court Saturday, 
charged with shooting with intent to kill 
Purser Stewart of the same yeasel.

THE RIPPER’S PARD. 


The “ French Colonel’ a Mystery to Lon- 
don's Police. 


Lonpon, Noy. 23.—There was concluded 
at the Old Bailey, Saturday, one of the 
most remarkable blackmail trials in the 
history of British juri:prudence. It is the 
trial of a mysterious iidividual known as 
the ‘French Colonel,” ‘Le Grande,” 
“* Briscony Grant,” ** Captain Anderson” 
and ‘' Charles Grant.” 

There area number of charges piled up 
against the ** French Colonel,” but the one 
which he is placed on trial for to-day is 
that of threatening to murder the Baroness 
Bolsover, who resides in one of the most 
aristocratic quarters of London, No, 13 
Grosyenor-place, and with also threatening 
to murder Lady Jessel, the widow of the 
late Master of tiie Rolls of the Treasury. 

The police at a preliminary hearing 
produced a quantity of gunpowder and an 
infernal machine, consisting of an arrange- 
ment of powerful springs ina cigar box, 
which had been found in previous lodgings 
which the ‘* French Colonel” had occupied 
at Malden, 

Lady Jessel was called to the witness 
stand and deposed that during the after- 
noon of July 17 last she received a letter 
setting forth that unless the writer received 
£500 within 10 days he would dash her 
brains out with dynamite, After the testi- 
mony had been taken the “French Colonel” 
fainted in the dock. When revived he en- 
gaged ina furious fight with the police 
around him, A dozen policemen assisted 
by a number of prison wardens seemed un- 
able to restrain him, 

There was a tremendous sensation in the 
court room; a number of ladies fainted, 
others screamed horribly, Finally the jury 
found the prisoner guilty on both charges. 


LOOKS AS IF HE WINKED. 


The Disconcerting “Tic” of Albert Ed- 
ward, Prince of Wales. 


Lonpon, Noy. 23.—To strangers, at any 
rate, the “tic” of the Prince of Wales is 
somewhat disconcerting. About once in 
every minute and a half the lid of the right 
eye drops completely over the ball. The 
eye remains closed for the space of ubout a 
second, and then suddenly opens again to 
its fullest extent, no other feature of the 
face haying moved meanwhile. People who 
see the Prince for the first time are tempted 
to believe that he is deliberately winking 
at them, an impression which is strength- 
ened by the Prince's reputation of gonfality 
towar (eer and gallantry toward women. 
Of course, however, theve is no such inten- 
tion on the part of the Prince, and the wink 
is altogother involuntary, the result of a 
“tic nerveux.” 


Mad Orto of Bavaria imagines That Ho te 
o Stork, 


Loxpox, Noy. 23 —The insanity of the 
present monarch of Bavaria, the inad King 
Otto, appears to have tuken the form of an 
illusion that he isa stork. In one of the 
magnificent apartinents devoted to his use 
at the Palace of Furstenried he has labori 
ously vonstructed w gigantic nest, every 
stick and straw of which ho has conveyed 
to the spot in his mouth. In that nest he 
squats almost the entire day with feathers 
stuck in his long, thick hair and beard, 
while ho chatters in imitation of the ‘olap- 
pering” of a stork whenever anyone ap- 
proaches, Occasionally, too, he stands on 
one leg, gazing vacantly straight before 
him, while at other times he stalks gravely 
about just in the same manner that he has 
seen the long-beaked, long-logged birds do.

If the farmers of Ontario could form an ¢s- 
timate of how much they lose by these abom- 
inable tariffs they would soon dispose of the 
goverament of restrictionists, Let the farmora 
of Hastings and Prince Edward countics take 
their pencils and do a little Sgurivg on the 
matter, For every horse they have seld let 
them put down $30, the loss on each animal 
worth less than $150, For every bushel of 
barley let thom put down an average of 25 
cents ofa loss, Lot them add to this say 
four cents for every dozon eggs, and an aver- 
age of say 20 per cent on everything else they 
sold exeept porhaps wheat and ¢ sttle, and 
sec what the total will be, We venture to 
say that the average farmer will find that he 
is out of pocket from $100 to $200 by virtue 
of this iniquitous tariff, which the Tories wish 
to see retained, and to prevent the removal

Sotrue do they hold it, that they dis- 
solved the Jast Parliament before its time 
to secure the approval of the country to a 
professed policy for reciprocity in farm pro* 
ducts, 

But sucha one sided reciprocity caunot 
be had, of that there is no doubt, Tar 
Americans are not such fools as to offer us a 
free market for what we have to sell to them 
Unless we also offer thema market for what 
they have to sell tous. Therefore the only 
reciprocity possible is an unrestricted one,or 
ene at any rate thal wiilinciude a large range 
of manufactured goods as well as of natural 
products, 

To such a reciprocity what objection is 
Tuised 2 Only a sentiment, the cry of discrim* 
ation against Great Britain, To this senti 
ment, this alleged discrimination against 
Great Britain, whl-h at the very worst caa 
affect adversely only two or three per cent of 
the people of that country, farmers of 
Ontario are asked to saciifice their hopes of 
prosperity. On the alter of this bogey the 
people of Canada are asked to offer up all 
their hopes of developing their mineral re- 
sources, of adequatsly utilizing their vast 
fisheries aud timber resources, 

It won't do, Sentimentalism is all right 
in its place, but it will stand a poor chance 
in the race with dollars and cents, To ask 
the people of Canada to forego their hopes of 
developing their spleudid resources and at* 
taining that prosperity they otherwise would 
attain just in order that a few dozen British 
merchants may have the advantage of our 
market is asking quite toe much, and espect 
jallywhen the British people themselves 
admit that we are now placed at a great dis: 
advantage and have intimated in a varie ty | 
of ways that they think it would be an emin‘?! 
ently wise thing for Canadians to obtain the 
greatess possible deyree of 
the States.

The by-law was in effect that 
the city clerk be authorized to have ballots 
placed in the hands of theelectors at tne 
coming election that a public expression of 
opinion might be had asto the question of 
reducing the number of alderman and __re- 
distribution of the wards. 

Ald. Skinner bas always been a bold re- 
former and to do him credit he is honest 
and sincere in his motives. to the prast- 
ibility of the scheme there are stronz 
arguments for and against it, The On- 
TARIOin a way has suppoited Ald. Skin- 
ner’s scheme although at the same time 
feeling that itis next to an impoasibity 
tocarry such a measure through the 
council, which literally means that some 
of the alderman would be voting them- 


selves outof municipal existence. The 
ONTARIO does not think that sucha 
measure would bring about any 
radicul change of government yet at the 


same time the newness of the idea would 
awaken increased interest in smunicipal 
affairs on the part of the citizens generally 
and would to a large extent be the 
means of breaking up a certain element by 
which some of the members are now 
elected to the city council. Ald. Skinner's 
request waS avery moderate one.

for Ireland — A Series of Important 
Resolutions Carried — Arehb)

Brnminoiam, Eng., Noy. 25,—The great 
conference of the National Union of Conser- 
vative Assoviations opened at Masonic Hall 
in this city yesterday, The appearance of 
Lord Salisbury on the platform was the 
occasion of the greatest excitement, The 
audience rose to its fect, the nien cheering 
and yelling, waving their hats and canes, 
while the ladies, carried away by the ex- 
citement, waved their basa eerhlets ond 
made their yoices heard above thedin. 
When the chairman, H. Byron, M . for 
East Bradford, called the conforeiue to 
order, he stated that the present conic, vice 
was tho largest that has ever een held by 
the Conservative party. He made an 
optimistic speech, predicting the success of 
the party at the next general election, and 
took occasion to highly praise the attitude 
of the Liberal-Unionista, 

Lord Windsor was clected president of 
the National Union of the Conservative As- 
sociation for the ensuing year. 

Resolutions were -unanimously adopted 
pledging the conference to resist the pro- 

osal to disestablish the church in Wales.

cupation, 

Mra, Millicent Garrett Fawcett, the well- 
known authoress and leader in the women's 
suffrage movement, addressed tho confer- 
ence in support of Viscount Fielding’s reso- 
lution. She said the Gladstonians had 
changed their attitude on this question be- 
cause they were afraid that the representa- 
tion of women would powerfully reinforce 
the party of order, 

H. S. Neal offered this resolution: 

‘That in the opinion of this conforence the 
attitude of the Conservative party towards 
bona fide labor candidates should be one of 
sympathy and encouragement. 

This resolution did not exactly meet the 
views of some of the delegates, and after 
some debate the word “unionist” was in- 
serted before “labor,” and as so amended 
was adopted.

‘After thanking the audience for the warm 
reception accorded him Lord Salisbury pro- 
ceeded to deliver an address on the political 
topic of the day. The Liberals, he said, 
had mado an effort on every platform to 
turn the attention of the electors away from 
a question of vital importance to theintegrity 
of the empire to matters of much less in- 
terest. He would not for a moment deny 
the importance of the matter alluded to 
in the speeches and resolutions that pre- 
coded hiin, nor the importance of the cele- 
brated Newcastle program. If the Unionist 
vernment remained in power and the 
existing state of affairs in Iyeland was 
muintained there was no reajoli why those 
subjects should not be cordially consid- 
ered, 

Home Rule inthe hands of the Glad- 
stonians, suid Lord Salisbury, appears to 
ine like a nasty medicine in capsucls of gela- 
tine for the electors. While J cannot ad- 
init that it is our duty to ignore the

The evaporated apples are sent to Eng- 
land, Holland and France, as well as 
quantities to the Northwest and British 
Columbiix. Mr. Graham has shipped over 
1,000 cases this fall and has now over 
2,000 more on hand. He purposes to go 
to Europe next Feburary and personally 
place his goods on the market. 

Apples so prepired are securing a wide 
and ever-increasing market throughout the 
world, They are fully as good as the 
fresh fruit for every purp»se except for 
eating out of the Rene and are much less 
trouble in preparing. Pies or sauce made 
from evaporated apples cannot be dis- 
tinguished from those made from green 
fruit of the same variety. The apples dried 
whole go chiefly to England for apple 
dumplings, for which they are well 
adapted. 

Mr. Graham has also shipped over 300 
barrels of cider this season, chiefly to 
Toronto and Montreal. Before leaving his

Hanbury called on Tuesday at 12 o'clock 
and told Mr, Lucas he was’ going upatuirs 
to get something. Lucas replied that it 


was al right nnd thought no more 
of the matter, Mrs, Hanbury called 
on Mr, Lucas yeater at 4 o'clock 


and asked for her husband, fearing that 
something must have happened, as he had 
not been home since ‘Unestay morning. She 
requested Lucas to go.up to the room and 
see if her husband was there. Lucas com- 
pliedand found the door locked. He then 
climbed out on the roof to a distance where 
he could have a view of the room. He saw 
Hanbury lying dead and at once informed 
the police. With Detective John Cuddy he 
broke into the room.

The Death Chamber 

Coroner Pickering viewed the body, ex- 
ainined the surroundingsand concluded not 
to hold an inquest. 

When found the body was lying doubled 


up on @ cot, just as if he had been 
silting and fallen over in au  slovp. 
Between the finger of one haud was 
a  half-smoked cigaret und _ beside 


him lay a 202, phiol containing a halfounce 
of laudanum, which had been purchased in 
Oshawa on Noy. 6, and also four letters, 
Hanbury had rolled up his overcoat so as 
to make a pillow out of it, but never used 
the pate 

The bedy was removed to the undertak- 
ing establishinent of W.H. Stone, to whom 
a letter had been addressed by Hanbury 
asking that all be done to a.lieve Mrs. Han- 
bury of trouble, and adding that she had 
been a faithful wife to him. 

Besides the letter to Mr, Stone were four 
others addressed to Miss Ada Hanbury, 
Brisbane, Australia; Gerald Hanbury, the

orators of the world, and thay had voices 
like flutes when they were passive and 
like trumphots when shay were aroused, 
and I think they Iaughod in the sloevos 
of their gowns as this insignificant-look- 
ing man rose to speak. In that audience 
wore Soholiasts, who know overythiug, 
or thought they did, and from the end of 
the longost hair on the top of their 
oranfums to the end of the nail on the 
longest too, they wero stuffed with hyper- 
eriticism, and they leaned back with a 
supercilious look to listen, As in 1889, [ 
stood on that rock where Paul stood, and/a 
slab of which I brought from Athens by 
consent of the Queen, through Mr. Tri- 
coupis, the Primo Minister, and had placed 
in yonder Memorial Wall, fread the whole 
story, Bible in hand. i 

What I have so far anid in this discourse 
was necosaary in order that you may under- 
atand the boldnoss, tho defiance, the holy 
recklossneas, tho magnificence of Paul's 
spocoh, ‘Ihe firat thunderbolt he launched 
at the opposite hill—the Acropolis—thav 
moment all aglitter with idola and temploa. 
Ho cries out, “God who made the world.” 
Why, they thought that Promotheus made 
it, that Mercury made it, that Apollo made 
it, that Poseidon mado it, that Kros_made H 
it, that Pandrocus made it, that Boreas 
mado it, that it took all the gods of the 
Parthenon, yea, all the gods Atte goddessen 
of the Acropolis to make it, and here stands 
a man wivhout any eclesiastical title, neithor 
a D.D., nor even a reverend, doclarin, 
that the world was made by the Lord o; 
heaven and earth, and hence the inference 
that all the splendid covering of the Acro- 
polis, so near that the people standing on 
the steps of the Parthenon could hear it, 
was a dealt falsehood, a sham, a blas- 
phemy, Look at tho faces of his auditors ; 
thoy are turning pale, and thon red, and 
then wrathful. There had been soveral 
varthguakes in that region, but that was 
the severest shook these men had ever felt, 
The Persians had bombarded the Acropolis 
from the heights of Mars Hill, but this 
Pauline bombardment was greater and 
more terrifio. ‘‘What,” said fis hearers, 
“have we beon hauling with many yokes 
of oxen for ceniucies these blocks from 
che quarries of ®byunt Pentelicum, and 
have we had our sreditects putting up these ; 
atructures of napuralteled! splendor, and 
have we had the greatest of all sculptors, 
Phidias, with his mon, chiselling away at 
those wondrous pediments, and cuttin, 
vway at these froizes, and have we ect 
the nation’s resources to the utmost, now 
to be told that these statues see nothing, 
hear nothing, know; nothing?’ Oh, Paul, 
stop for a moment and gives these startled 
snd overwhelmed auditors time to catch 
their breath ! Make a rhetorical pause | 
Yake a look around you at the interesting 
landscape, and give your hearers time to 
recover | No, fie does not make even a 
period, or so much aé a colon or semi- 
colon, but launches the second thunder- 
bolt right ufter the first, and in the same 
breath goes on to say: God ‘dwelleth 
uot in temples made with hands.” Oh, 
Paul! Is not deity more in the Parthen- 
on, or more in the VTheseum, or more in 
the Erechtheium, or morein the temple 
of Zeus Olympius than in the open air 
more than on the hill where we are sit- 
ting, more than on Mount Hymettus out 
yonder, from which the bees get their 
noney. ‘* Ne more!” responds Paul, ‘‘He 
dwelleth not in temples made with hands.” 

But surely the preachor on the pulpit of 
rook on Mara Hill will stop now. His au- 
dience can endure no more. ‘Two thunder- 
bolts are enough. No, in the same breath 
he launohes the third thunderbolt, which, 
to them, ia more fiery, more terrible, more 
demolishing than the others, as he cried 
eut: “hath made of one blood all nations.” 
O, Paul! you forget you are speaking to the 
proudest and most exclusive audience in 
the world, De not say ‘‘of one blood.” Yon 
cannot mean that. Had Socrates, and Plato, 
and Demosthenes, and Solon, and Ly- 
eurgus. and Draco, and Sophocles, and

CARRIED OFF A BABE. 


A Servant Kidnapsn Kansius City Banker's 
Infant Son, 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Novy, 30.—This place 
was startled Thursday evening by the an- 
nouncement of the bold kidnapping of the 
2-yeur-old son of David T, Beals, president 
of the Union National Bank. The abduc- 
tion occurred under conditions that make 
the tracing of the child and his abductors 
oxtremoly difficult, inasmuch as they appear 
to have disappeared as completely as if they 
had been annihilated. 

Mr, Beals is an elderly man, and this be- 
ing his youngest child was regarded by both 
parents with peculiar favor, 

The kidnapping was done by the waitress, 
known as Lizzie Smith, engaged in the Beals 
household, Just as the family were finishing 
dinner the waitress remarked that she 
would go out after the evening paper, which 
is always delivered ov the verandah of the 
house. She had been gone but a few 
moments, when Mr, Beals heard an outer 
door slam. This, while not being unusual 
at all, somewhat excited Mr. Beals’ suspi- 
cions, and going into the hall he found that 
his little son was not playing about. The 
child had been playing in the hall with two 
of Mr, Beals’ grandchildren, Upon being 
Cees they said that Lizzie had taken 
the child out of a side entrance, 

Mr, Beals at once put the case” in 
the hands of the city police and the 
Pinkertons, 

The waitress has been in the Beals house- 
hold only three weeks, Very little is 
known of her. 

Mr. Beals offered a reward of $5000 for 
the recovery of the lad and no questions 
asked and lust night a masked man appear- 
ed at his residence with the child in his 
arms, received the $5000 and at once sur- 
rendered the child.

NEARLY 300 LIVES LOST- 


Loss of a Brig with Gilbert 
“Slaves” on Board, 


San Francisco, Noy. 30.—A despatch 
from Manzanitlo, Mex., says the American 
steamer Roseville has arrived there and re- 

orts passing a wreck—that of the brig 
Yahiti—at sea. She was floating bottom 
up and the captain of the Roseville says 
she must have been capsized The Tahiti 
created a sensation Sept. 30 last, putting 
into Drake’s Bay, near this city, in 
distress. She had 270 Gilbert Islanders 
on board under contract for work in Mexi- 
co at starvation wages. These men were 
practically slaves wl there was much talk 
of seizing the vessel. Collector Phelps, 
however, decided he had no right to detain 
her and the brig left. It seems almost cer- 
tain that all on board have been lost, as the 
ship's boats were still with her. Besides 
the Islanders the vessel carried a crew of 
21, making a total of 291 on board the ill- 
fated craft.

purchased the revolver, written two letters 
and commicted this act. One of the letters

wastodames Browne of Fern 
otherto Hinchey’s brother in Toronto, 
Ontario, Both lettes stated that some 
one was pursuing lim and that he was 
going to kill himand then do away with 
his own life. When he went into the saloon 
the second time he commenced firing at 
once, discharging the revolv.r five times, 
giving William Hannon, the proprietor of 
the saloon a slight wound in the neck, 
and wounding Martin fatally, 

The trial of Hinchey beganon Nov, 19th. 
Judge Allan presiding, and from the 
‘Tacoma Ledger of that date we condense 
the evidence in in that day’s proceedings : 
—Mrs. Hinchey, the defendant's mother 
was present having arrived the day before 
from the east. Mrs. Martin was also in 
the court room all the afternoon, Hinchey 
sat mcst of the time with downcast eyes, 
with little animation in his appearance. 
His hands were twitching nervously to- 


gether, The courtroom was well filled. 
The defendant was represented by 
Judge Tyler of Seattle, and Steven 


O'Brien, (late of Belleville.) The prosecu- 
tion is conducted by Prosecuting Attorney 
Snell and Assistant Hon, Charles E Clay- 
pool. Attorney Snell stated the case of 


the intentions of the defence, He said :— 

‘* We shall show that insanity has been 
in Mr. Hinchey’s family for a long time ; 
that relations of his have been confined in 
asylums and treated for mental maladies ; 
that his father for a long time prior to the 
birth of his son, and subsequently, has 
been mentally unbalanced.” 

“Purher, we shall show. that some 
years ago this defendant while working at 
his trade as a bricklaver, fell from a_scaff- 
old, striking on his head, and that since 
then he has acted in a peculiar manner, 
being morose and moody. We find-from 
the testimony of his fellow workmen that 
this thing hes contiaued at 


“While working at Seattl* he was pos— 
essed of the idea that people were following 
him to kill him, and he acted insopeculiar 
a manner as to raise the apprehension of
